Thus neither side presented a well-

PRESENTATION OF NOTE.

Raps HIS WIFE 
TO SHOOT HER. 


Who Left Him Twice on Account 
ot III Usage—She Was First Syrian 
Woman to Become Naturalized. 


After having twice Jeft her husband 
on account of his cruelty to her, Mrs. 
S. Geha, a beautiful Syrian woman, 
was yesterday morning lured into the 
home of Mrs. H. Linman, No. 1434 
West Twenty-second street where 
Joseph Geha, her husband, shot her 
three times, fatally wounding her, and 
then shot himself through the head. 
He fell dead across the body of his 
‘prostrate victim. 

The body of the murderer was 
taken to Bresee Brothers’ undertak- 
ing establishment and Mrs. Geha was 
removed to the Receiving Hospital. 
where she died at 12 o'clock, an hour 
after the shooting. 

The plot to kill his wife was clever- 
Iv and fiendishly laid by Geha. who 
worked at an orfental store, No. 318 
South Broadway. Saturday morning 
Mrs. Linman went into the store and 
asked to look at some kimonos. Not 
finding anything to suit her she re- 
turned home. Yesterday morning at 
10 o’clock Geha went to the home of 
Mra. Linman and told her that he 
was sorry he had no kimono to suit 
her. but he knew a woman who dealt 
in such fabrics and he asked Mrs. 
Linman to telephone to the woman 
and ask her to come to the house. 
Mrs. Linman, not dreaming of the 
man’s intention, telephoned to Mrs. 
Geha. 

Geha sat down on the piano stool, 
telling Mrs. Linman that he would 
await the arrival of the saleswoman. 
At 11 o'clock Mrs. Geha and her son, 
Nicholas, came walking up the steps 
and jyst as they were preparing to 
ring the doorbell Geha suddenly 
jumped up, rushed to the door and. 
drawing a %32-caliber revolver, fired 
three times. 

The first shot took effect in the 
woman's left arm, the second in her 
left lung—and the third in her tem- 
pie. She staggered down the steps, 
over the lawn and fell on the side- 
wnik. Geha follyuwed her and sh.

H. Hart, chief milk inspector of the 
Health Department, on the subject of 
“Municipal Milk Inspection,” in which. 
Hart advocated a strict supervision 
of milk supplies with a view to pre- 
serving health. He gave an analysis 
ef the provisions of the ordinance. 
The discussion following the read- 
ing of the paper was participated in by 
nearly all present including county 
veterinaries from practically every 
eounty in the State, and health of- 
ficers from Redlands, Riverside, Ana- 


ern California towns. The discus- 
sion developed the need for active co- 
operation in support of the principles 
contained in Hart's paper.

Efficiency Methods for City 


Administration. 


Civil Service Board May Make 
Recommendation. 


To Reclassify Men andi Salar- 
ties With Justice. 


After study lasting more than a 
year, Francis M. Dee, examiner of the 
Civil Service Commission, has recom- 
mended to that body the creation of 
@ Bureau of Efficiency for Los An- 
geles. Dee, through his civil service 
work, has had full opportunity to 


understand the field of benefit for 


such an institution and the board is 
so interested in his suggestions that 
they have been placed in the hands of 

E. C. Bellows and Gen. Gurten, mem- 
bers of the board, for consideration. 
If such a bureau is created it must 
be by ordinance of the Council. 

The five general duties of this bu- 
Peau are set out by Dee as follows: 

41.) To make scientific investiga- 
tions of the various city departments 
for the purpose of the standardization 
t employment, increasing individual, 
group and departmental efficiency and 
xeducing operative costs. | 

(2) To readjust the salaries of the 
various city employees in order to se- 
ure justice and uniformity. 

13.) Teo reclassify and regrade the 
positions in the entire service with the 
view of defining and fixing authority 
and establishing suitable steps of pro- 
motion. 

(4. To establish a system of in- 
dividual efficiency records to the end 

competent and faithful service 

be rewarded and inefficient and 
unworthy employees be dropped from 
the service. - 
- <6.) To make studies of the esti- 
mates submitted by all departments at 
the close of each fiscal year in order 
fe recommend to the City Council the 
proper budget allowances for the en- 
vuing od. 


DEE’S PLANS. 
In a summary of needs and bene- 
fits relating to the bureau plan, Dee 
eays: 
A comparison of the salaries now 
paid employeés doing the same class 
of work in separate departments 
shows a lack of uniformity and leads 
to a dissatisfaction among the em- 
ployees. For instance, the salary of 
the position of telephone operator 
waries from $465 per month in one 
department to $90 per month in an- 
other 


Clerks in one department requir- 
ing a high-grade of service receive 
380 per month while in another de- 
pertment the same class of work 16 
paid from $100 to $125 per month. 

Positions requiring technical 
knowledge of a scientific order, such 
as in the civil engineering service, 
‘are paid as low as $90 per month 
‘While on the other hand several po- 
sitions. of a fairly skilled clerical na- 
ture receive as high as $175 per 
month. 

Afiother inconsistency of the same 
character is tha fact that certain de- 
partments are favored in their year- 

ly salary appropriation to the em-
